n ig h t’s m eeting of leading r e p r e s e n ta ­ 
tives of the various parties is taken 
to mean th a t he will be their ca n di­ 
d a te for the presidency. 
A m anifesto will 
be 
draw n up, 
signed by all who were present at the 
meeting, recom m ending 
him to the 
electors for th a t office. 
At the m eeting last month, when It 
was proposed to Invite Senor Pa lm a to 
a presidential candidate, there was 
considerable disagreem ent as to the 
program m e, the principal division he 
<n* over th e question of 
the Plait 
a m e n d m e n t and as f o \ % * t h e r this 
should be revised or not. ‘ Complete 
m in u tes of the proceedings were for­ 
warded to Senor P a lm a along with the 
request for a sta te m e n t of his posi­ 
tion. 
In the course of his reply he says, 
reg ard in g the question of a c o m m e r­ 
cial treaty: 


Independence Must Be Respected. 
"T h e United States govern m en t fa­ 
vors mutual 
concessions 
such 
as 
would help Cuban products, especially 
su g a r; but. as Cuba for some y e a rs 
will be dependent upon her Income 
from customs, skill will be needed in 
deciding what concessions she 
can 
safely offer." 
R egarding finance, he says: 
"Cuba 
is a new nation and must not be e x ­ 
tra v a g a n t. 
She should adjust her ex ­ 
p e n d itu re 
to 
he r 
income 
and re ­ 
sources.” 
R egarding the pa y m e nt of the army. 
Senor P a lm a recognizes the principle 
th at the arm y m u st be paid, but adds: 
" T h e lists must be carefully e x a m ­ 
ined, and the Cuban congress should 
reduce the ra te of pay for officer* and 
m en which to e revolutionary govern­ 
m en t allowed.” 
Regarding tre a ty relations he said: 
‘The Cuban governm ent, in m aking 
a tre a ty should try so to in terp ret the 
P latt am e n d m e n t as to give it the 
m eaning most favorable to th e in te r­ 
est* of Cuba and to her sovereignty 
and independence. 
She will fulfil! th e 
treaty, but expect* the United S tates 
to do like wise and to respect her In 
d ependence, which is recognized by 
one of th e clause* of the P ia tt a m e n d ­ 
m e n t in the most solemn m a n n e r.” 
T h e view* of Senor Palm a were al­ 
m o st unanimously approved.

Buffalo, Sept. 24.—Leon F. Czolgos* 
wa* placed on trial during the m o rn ­ 
ing charged with the m urder of P re s­ 
ident William McKinley. 
He entered 
a plea of ‘‘guilty." which was subse­ 
quently changed to "not guilty" by 
direction of the court. 
AH the events 
of the day indicated that the trial will 
be 
short. 
Court 
convened at 
IO 
o’clock and within two hours eight 
jurors had been secured. 
Technical­ 
ities were not raised by council and 
It was significant that every man who 
said he had not formed an opinion on 
the case was excused by the district 
attorney. 
Those who acknowledged 
they had formed an opinion or stated 
that they were prejudiced, but a d m it­ 
ted their opinion could he changed 
by evidence, were accepted by each 
side. 
Justice T ru m a n C. White, one of the 
oldest and most experienced of the 
suprem e court Judges, was 
on 
the 
bench. 
Immediately after the opening 
of the court and after the prisoner 
had pleaded Justice Loran L. Lewis, 
senior counsel for the defendant, a n ­ 
nounced th a t together with hts col­ 
leagues, 
F o rm er Justice 
Robert C. 
Titus and Mr. Carlton E. Ladd, they 
were ready to act In behalf of the pris­ 
oner. 
"I thought It best.” he said, “ for my 
colleagues and myself th a t I should 
say something regarding our presence 
here as attorneys for the defendant. 
At the time my name was suggested 
I was out of the city and knew nothing 
of what was transpiring here with 
reference to the selection of counsel 
for the defendant. 
W hen the circum ­ 
stances of my selection were told to 
me I wa* extremely reluctant to ac ­ 
cept. 
But the duty had been Imposed 
and I considered It ray duty In all the 
circum stances to defend this man. 


Assured a Fair Trial. 
“ I ask that no evidence be presented 
h ere—th a t the court will not permit 
the acceptance of any evidence u n ­ 
less It would be accepted at the trial 
of the most m eagre criminal In the 
land.’’ 
“ I am familiar with these circum ­ 
stances," said Justice W hite in reply, 
"and wish to say I will give you every 
assurance th at the prisoner will have 
a fair and impartial trial, and that 
during the progress of the trial he 
will receive such tre a tm e n t as the law 
demands in any criminal case," 
T he work of securing the Juror* was 
then un d e rta ke n with a celerity that 
was amazing. 
Before the day 
was 
over the entire panel had been sworn, 
the Jurors had listened to a descrip­ 
tion of the Tem ple of Music, where 
the crime was committed, had seen 
E 
holographs of the interior and had 
een told by three surgeons 
what 


the bullet. 
Dr. H e r m a n Mynter followed, and 
his testimony was of im portance In­ 
asm uch as It brought out the fact th at 
the reason why the fatal bullet had 
not been located at the autopsy was 
because of the unwillingness of the 
president's relatives to have the body 
fa r th e r m utilated 
by 
their Instru­ 
ments. 
Dr. Mynter and Dr. Mann, 
who followed him, both testified th a t 
the primal rouse of death was the 
bullet wound In the stomach. 
One ef­ 
fect of this wound was, they said. to 
cause the g angrene to form In the 
pancreas, aud the spot of poisoned 


tissue was as large as a silver dollar. 


Czolgotz Becomes Interested. 


T h e prisoner, Ctolgoss. during the 
morning evidenced no interest w h a t­ 
ever in the proceedings, but as the 
evidence 
was 
introduced 
he i>ald 
m ore attention to what was said and 
looked at the various witnesses close­ 
ly. 
The probable duration of the trial, 
It Is thought, will be two days. 
Dis­ 
trict Attorney Fenny was asked by 
Justice White at noon as to the time 
be would take in the presentation of 
bis case. 
He declared th a t ho would 
conclude by 
Tuesday noon. 
Judge 
Titus, for the defense, was non-com 
mltttl, however, and merely replied:

Causa of Death—Trial Will Be Brief 


Buffalo, Sept. 24.—Leon F. Ctolgoss 
waa placed on trial during the morn­ 
ing charged with the murder of Pres­ 
ident William McKinley. He entered 
n plea of "guilty/' which was subse­ 
quently changed to "not guilty" by 
direction of tbe court. All tbe events 
of the day Indicated that the trial will 
be 
short. 
Court 
convened at 
10 
o'clock and within two hours eight 
jurors bad been secured. 
Technical­ 
ities were not raised by council and 
it was significant that every man who 
•aid he had not formed an opinion on 
the case was excused by the district 
attorney. 
Those who acknowledged 
they had formed an opinion or stated 
that they were prejudiced, but admit­ 
ted their opinion could be changed 
by evidence, were accepted by each 
aide. 
Justice Truman C. White, one of the 
oldest and most experienced of the 
supreme court judges, was 
on 
the 
bench. Immediately after the opening 
of the court and after the prisoner 
bad pleaded Justice Loran L. Lewis, 
senior counsel for the defendant, an­ 
nounced that together with tils col 
leagues. 
Former Justice 
Robert C. 
Titus and Mr. Carlton E. Ladd, they 
were ready to act ln behalf of the pris­ 
oner. 
"1 thought It best," he said, "for my 
colleagues and myself that 1 should 
say something regarding our presenca 
here as attorneys for the defendant. 
At tbe time my name was suggested 
I waa out of tbe city and knew nothing 
of what waa transpiring here with 
reference to the selection of counsel 
for the defendant. When the circum­ 
stances of my selection were told to 
me 1 was extremely reluctant to ac­ 
cept. But the duty had been Imposed 
and 1 considered it my duty In all the 
circumstances to defend this man. 
Aasursd a Pair Trial. 
"I ask that no evidence be presented 
here—that the court will not permit 
the acceptance of any evidence un­ 
less It would be accepted at tbe trial 
of the most meagre criminal in tbe 
land." 
"I am familiar with these ctrcum 
stances," said Justice White In reply, 
"and wish to say I will give you every 
assurance that the prisoner will have 
a fair and impartial trial, and that 
during the progress of the trial bs 
will receive sqcb treatment aa the law 
demanda In any criminal esse." 
The work of securing the jurors was 
then undertaken with n celerity that 
waa amaslng. 
Before the day was 
over the estire panel had been sworn, 
tbe jurors bad listened to a descrip­ 
tion of tbe Temple of Music, where 
tbe crime was committed, bad seen 
C 
‘ dographs of the Interior and bad 
0 told by three surgeons 
what 
caused tbe death of tbe president and 
tbe effect of tbe assassin'• shot upon 
tbe various organs of the body. They 
also learned why tie fatal bullet bad 
not been located. The presentation of 
tbe government’s cass began shortly 
before S o'clock, when Assistant Dis­ 
trict Attorney Haller began with much 
deliberation to address the jury. 
He 
•poke very brtefiy. 
“We skall show." said be, “that for 
some days prior to tbe shooting this 
defendant bad predicted tie shooting 
of tho president. 
He knew that on 
Kept. « the president would receive 
the populace In the Temple of Music; 
that on that day be went to the ex­ 
position, got into line with tbe people 
and approached the president; that be 
bad a weapon concealed In bla hand 
and as the president extended his 
hand In kindly greeting ke fired tbe 
fatal •hot. 
Three Physicians Tsotify. 
"He fired two shots, la fact. 
One 
of them took effect in the abdomen 
and caused the mortal wound which 
resulted 
in tbe president's 
death 
That, in brief, la the story we shall 
show you. 
Witnesses will toll you 
this story and 1 am aura that when 
you have heard the evidence you will 
have no dlfitculty In reaching n ver­ 
dict of murder la the first degree/* 
The first witness, Samoa! J. Fields, 
chief engineer of the Pan American 
exposition, described the ground floor 
» 
of tho Temple of Maolc, and was 
wed by Perry A, BUso, n photo* 
rapber, who presented view* of the In­ 
terior of the building 
The remainder 
of the afternoon waa taken up m th 
the testimony of 
three physicians, 
two of whom had attended tho presi­ 
dent during his fast days, while tbe 
albor performed tbe aotopay. 
The 
latter. Dr. Harvey R Gaylord, wn* tbe 
first of the rrto to be called. 
He d«- 
erfbed the location of the wounds In 
tb# stoma-h and the direction of tbe 
ballet. 
The cau** of deutb was at 
tributad to the gm tbot wound but 
fundamentally, he said, it was duo to 
the changos barx of the stomach, ln 
tbe pancreas, caused by the “break- 
lag down" of Um* k* 
*1 ot tbe pa»- 
cxcsf jgg n result of the" passage of 


fb* bullet. 
Dr. Herman Mynter followed, and 
bis testimony was of Importance in 
gamucb aa it brought out tbe fact that 
the reason why the fatal bullet bad 
not been located at tbe autopey was 
because of tbe unwillingness of tbe 
president's relatives to have tbe body 
£ 
fiber mutilated 
by 
tbelr tnatru- 
ents. 
Dr. Mynter and Dr. Mann, 
who followed him. both testified that 
tbe primal couse of death was the 
bullet wound In the stomach. One ef­ 
fect of this wound was, they said, to 
cause tbe gangrene to form in tbe 
pancreas, and the spot of poisoned 
tissue eras as large as a silver dollar. 
Ctoigea* Becomes Inte meted. 
The prisoner. Ctolgoss. during the 
morning evidenced no Interest what­ 
ever in the proceedings, but as the 
evident» 
was 
introduced 
he paid 
more attention to what waa said and 
looked at the various witnesses close­ 
ly. The probable duration of the trial. 
It Is thought, will be two days. 
Dis­ 
trict Attorney Penny was asked by 
Justice White at noon aa to tbe time 
be would take in tbe presentation of 
bla case. 
He declared that be would 
conclude by 
Tuesday noon. 
Judge 
Titus, for the defense, was non-com 
mttal. however, and merely replied: 
"That depends upon the turn things 
lake ' 
It Is not probable that any defense 
will be put in, owing to the character 
of the prisoner and his refusal to help 
bis attorneys In any way to procure 
evidence which they could use In his 
favor. The Idea of an attempt to en­ 
ter the question of his sanity is not 
thought of in view of the reports of 
the two alienista who have recently 
examined him. and there la ground for 
the belief that the trial will be con­ 
cluded with n session of but one diy 
ore. 
District Attorney Penny questioned 
Dr. Mynter closely regarding the op 
•ration performed on President Mc­ 
Kinley at the exposition hospital Im 
edlately 
after 
the shooting. 
Dr 
Mynter said the surgeon» found the 
bullet wound in tbe left upper side of 
tbe abdominal cavity. 
Tbe president 
agreed to an operation at once, which 
wns absolutely necessary to save his 
life. Dr. Msnn was selected, with Dr. 
Mynter, to perform 
the operation. 
The abdomen was opened. 
It was 
difficult to get at the wound In the 
bark of the stomach. 
The stomach 
was turned over and a bullet bole 
was found in tbe back of that organ 
They could not 
tollow tbe further 
course of tbe bullet and as the 
President's Temperature Wee Rising 
it was agreed by tbe physicians pres 
ent that no further search for It was 
advisable at that time. Tbe stomach 
was replaced and tbe opening closed 
with sutures.

Dr. Mynter then described tbe pe­ 
riod of favorable symptoms shown by 
the patient, bla relapse and death. He 
also described tbe result of t be autopey, 
saying that It proved, first, that there 
was no inflammation from tbe bowels; 
second, that there was no injury to 
the heart; third, that there was a 
gunshot wound In tbe stomach, and 
that there was a gangrenous spot 
back of the stomach as large as n •li­ 
ver dollar, 
"What was tbe cause of death?' 
asked Mr. Penny. 
"Tbe cause was 
blood 
poisoning 
from tbe absorption of poisonous mat 
ter caused by tbe gangrene.

jly. It waa tbe gunshot wound." 
Cross examination by 
Mr. Titus 
was directed ti» tbe possible presence 
of microbe* in the Intestines.

President Shaffer Issues a Circular on 
the Subject. 
Pittsburg, Sept 24.—Tb* Associated 
Press has secured en advance copy of 
tbe statement by President Hhaffer of 
tbe Amalgamated aa* oclatloa, giving 
n history of the late strike of «eel 
and tin workers from Its incepjbm 
and tbe terms of the settlement. The 
circular will be mailed to all districts 
at once. 
President Rbaffer says in tbe cir­ 
cular that tbe statements contained 
therein are n truthful account of the 
occurrences leading up to and com­ 
pelling a settlement of tbe strike. In 
part, tbe circular Is is follows: 
“When we bad almost completed ar­ 
rangements with the representative* 
of tke American Tin Plate com pan* 
for scale wages and conditions at the 
conference 
held 
in Cleveland, tbe 
question of signing fur Moneasen was 
broached, and after discussion It wns 
agreed by both sides that the matter 
was to be settled by the sheet steel 
conference; If the sheet steel com 
pany signed for all. the American Tin 
Plate company 
would 
do likewise. 
Tins, you perceive, the « ale question 
waa not settled completely with the 
last named company and could not be 
until the other company had settled. 
The tin plate people knew that we 
had decided to enforce article XIX. 
section SS. consequently the charge 
that we broke out agreement must 
rest upon the action of tbe sheet con­ 
ference. 
Confident ef Winning.: 
"Our strike advanced and we were 
confident of winning until tke newspa­ 
pers deliberately and maliciously pub­ 
lished statements which were replete 
wftb Iks. Oar people began to doubt 
and upbraid; some who bad been of­ 
ficials deserted us and afterward, like 
J. D. Hickey of Milwaukee, accepted 
tbe terms of tbe trust and scabbed. 
Hundreds who dared not 
sleep at 
home, went to other places and in 
nearly every mill the trust tried to 
run were many Amalgamated associa­ 
tion men from striking mills 
W* 
knew our cause would be lost, but 
proceeded feeling sure we could win 
If support could be secured for tbe 
faithful strikers. 
"Perceiving that lack of money, lose 
of public approval, desertion by hun­ 
dreds of our owq oeopte and neglect 
by other organisations would render it 
Impossible to gala a decisive victory, 
we endeavored to save what wo could.

Commander Alex B. Bates, who was 
chief engineer on the Texas during 
the Santiago engagement on July 3.
